bar Hill Fete oR 


The Fete was held on Bank Holiday Monday, lst September, and was opened 
at 2.30 p.m. by Mr. Desmond January, who stayed throughout the afternoon, and 
took part in the closing events. 


The first activity of the afternoon was the Children's Fancy Dress 
Competition, organised by Mrs. Willows; there was a large entry, and the judges 
were Mr. January and Mrs. Leakey, our County Councillor. First prize was won by 
Helen and Catherine Prandy as "A Letter Box and Letter", and second prize by 
Julie and Deborah Griffin as "John and Yoko"; Richard bas;e, as "A Tin Man'' came 
third. Next was the Baby Show, run by Mrs. lromant and judged by Mrs. Butler. 
The winners were (Up to 9 mouths): Jennifer Warren, Cambridge, and (9 to 18 
months): Tracy Plumb, Cambridge. 


A fascinating demonstration of judo training, throws and falls, by the 
Cambridge Judo Club attracted a large crowd of spectators, after which the 
Cambridge Scottish Dancing Club provided an impeccable display of dancing by a 
team of six of its members. All through the afternoon the women's Institute 
supplied excellent refreshments which were much appreciated. Sxhibitions had been 
mounted by the Pre-school Playgroup, the Holiday Painting Class, the Mid-Anglia 
Constabulary, the british Red Cross Society, and there was also a display of 
Village handicrafts. As well as selling programmes, the Scout Group ran several 
very successful activities, including a Hot Dog stall. 


There were also numerous competitions: it transpired that there were 66 Sweets 
in the Bottle, a number most nearly approached by Mrs. Haselton of Cambridge; Mrs. 
Harbottle, Robin Close, guessed correctly that the doll's name was kathryn; Nr. Law 
of Cambridge identified the highest number of Celebrities, and the winner of the 
Advertisements competition was Mr. Sargeant of Cambridge.

In the evening about 150 people attended the Barbecue and Dance; dancing, 
in the School hall, was to music provided by the "Hot Ice" and the Tom Collins 
Discotheque; one of the nearby barns was cleared for the barbecue, and decorated 
by Mrs. Willows and her helpers. 


The weather all day was dry but rather cold, and it was a great advantage 
to have many of the attractions indoors; we had competition from at least four 
other Bank Holiday fetes in the region, but the more elaborate preparations at 
Bar Hill this year were fully justified by far larger crowds than last year, 
and by a healthy profit. It is still not possible to say exactly what this 
profit amounts to, but the sum is in the region of 2100 and will be dedicated to 
Village amenities.
